SUD-TREASURY SCHEME DENOUNCED,

The action of tho convention of the
farmers’ alliance of Texans, in denounc.
ing the sub-treasury scheme, is the
hardest blow yet struck at that crney
proposition, and ean hurdly fail to exert
o strong influence ngainst it The con-
vention also endorsed the course of Mr,
I, S, Hall, president of the Missouri
allinnee, in opposing the sub-tressury
schome in the Oecala convention, uand
pledged him the support of the Texus
allianese “in the able und munly effort to
rid the order, state and national, of all
shackies which will retard itsstrength.”

When the sub-treasury scheme was
presented at  Ocala, Mr. Hall
vigorously opposed  It,  deeluring

that “‘whenever we so far forget our al-
linneo ‘golden rule,” which declares that
we are for equal rights to all and special
fuvors to none, us to advocate that spe-
einl fnvors bo granted to the raisers of
whoeat corn, oats, cotton and tobaeeo, that
cannot be granted to the millions of
oqually deserving hard laboring poor of
our land, we then declare to the world
thot our noble order is not compluining
of the robbing of our government hy
class legislation, but that we are com-
plaining because we are nol among the
robbers." urther, Mr. Huall said he
wis  uncompromisingly opposed to the
sub-tronsury scheme for the following

reasons:  “Flest, it Is  in vielation
of the coostitution of the United
Statos; secondly, it I8 subversive of, and
directly opposed to, the constitution,

principles and demands of our own order;
thirdly, it i3 unjost and inequitable;
fourthly, it is very extravagant; fifthly,
it would belpg ruln two f.i.rnh s of our
country and to all other classes of busi-
ness; sixthly, It will bave, and is now
buving, the effect of drawing the minds
of Iarmers and othor lnborers of our
country from the groatest curse of tha
age, olnss legislation; and i adopted, it
will commit us to thut principle which
witl fusten thiese curses upon us for nll
time,”
